The early attendance was not  ex-
truordinary It was malnly compoaed of
sirangers who came early to avold the erush
and In order to make the niost of the last
opportunity to see the show. It was 10
o'clock before the local patronage mate-
rlaliged. Then Jt came with a rush, The
gtreet cars were overwhelmed and one after
another stopped at the gates with thelr
human fea' Srigdng outl at-Tho sldes uotfl
it seomed Mitaculous that soms of [t was
not spilled on the way. During tho next
three hours the grounds filled up at a
marvelous tate and the seattered crowd
merged Into a comphct mass that surged
through every part of the grounds, Thou-
sunds of prople did not nttempt to come out
untll after lupeh and the attendance was
malintained all through the afternoon.

The rule that prohibited the sale of tickets |

anywhere execept at the entrances made it
diMoeult to handle the crowd at times, The
people swarmed up to the ticket windows by
thousands and although the men inslde
worked with the rapidity acquired in five
mouoths of constant practice they were un-
phie to keep up with [he rush when it was
at s tide. Bul the crowids were orderly
and patient and if some wero lnconvenlenced
they did not permit it to interfere with thetr
enoyment,

Thring the afternoon a long line of
densely packed motor trains pulled up with
a big delegation from South Omaha which
speedlly made 1tself noticed even In the blg

crowd that was alroady on the grounds, The
employes of a number of local concerns

Wilson Likes Chicknmnuga.

Mafor General James H. Wilson, now eom-
manding the First army corps, #ald he was
in charge of the First division, First corps,
at Chlcknmnaugn Park. He left there with
his command nhout July 1, bound for Porto
Rieo., At Charleston he was keplt some two
weeks or more: he 4id not know whether
it was om account of a luck of transports or
whnt. Here typhold fever broke out and
when he did get off he had to leave seventy
cases of it behind. The disembarkation at
Porto Fleo, he sald, took eleven days, when
it should have bren accomplished In two.
This, he clalmed, wns on account of not
having steam launches for which he asked
the department in vain. In Porio Rico the
health of his troops was good on the march,
but as soon as they came to o standstill
slekness broke out.

General Wilgon sald he had found the gov-
ernment rations good and sufficlent, The
most of the sickness among the troops was
eaused by the men eating fruit and trash.

by Unknown Persons,

TWO MEN ARRESTED ON SUSPICIONI

Differenee Over Payment for the
Drinks  Leads (o a  Bloody |
Tragedy In a  Websier

A drunken row last night in a saloon at |
the corner of Thirteetith and Webster wireots |
, tulminnted In a stabblng aftray in whi -'||
4. R, Jones, the bartender; received a wound
from the effects of which he dled In less
than five minutes.

Two men were locked up In the ety jnl].[
as they wers known to have been Implloated |
in the affair, and the police are looking for |
& third man, who is supposed to have done |
the cutting, The names of the men In confine-
ment are 8, J, Maher and Willlam B, Grady,
hoth helng employed as machinisis in the
Unlon Paclfic shops. The man for whom
the police are searching ls George M, Chall-
man, also a machlinisl,

The trouble happened about 930 o'cloek,
| reaulting from the refusil of the propristor
of the saloon to give these three men eredit
for some liguor they wished to purchase, Jim
| Johnson, the proprietor, sitting ot a
| table to the rear of the saloon engaged In a
gamo of cards with twoe friends, Frank
and J. W. Huckthorn, when
Chollman, Maher and Grady entered and
called for drinks. They weore waited on by
Jones, the bamonder, and thev settled for
the first ‘round of drinks in cash, Maher
paying the bill,

he had no money and asked for ercdit for
the emount of the purchaso. This the bar-

Colonel Willinm A. Pew of the Bighth
Massachusetts, who wae called in the even-
ing, #aid that the prineclpal complaints he
made were of the difficulty his regiment ex-
pertenced In securing medicsl cupplies. He
said his surgeon would ma'ie out & reguisi-
tion and hand it to the proper officers and
they would return It with the statement that
there were no supplics, and it was not uge to
make requisition. Colonel Pew sald his regl-
ment had dificulty in seeuring s wagons
at Chlcamauga pork. He sald his camp
ground was very poor.

Money from o Private Purse,

Colonel W, B. Leonard of the Twelfth New
York, testified that the surgeon of his regi-
mwent was continually clemoring for medl-
cine to give the men in quarters, He could
rot secure this, he sald, 30 the colonel spent
$000 out of his own pocket for medicine.

Colonel Leonard admitted that his men
were sometimes pot sent to the division
hospltal because tLey were opposed to it.

“If you would not send your men who
needed medleine to the divislon hospital,
how can you lay Plame for not recelving
medicine ?" asked Dr. Connor.

“If we bod ment all our sick men to the
division hospital,” sald the colonel, *‘we
would have had no need for our surgeons."

Colonel Leonard then sald the commissary
supplies had been good and so abundant that
the men could not consume them, Con-
sequently cach company has a fund of $50u
or more obtalned by selling superfluous sup-
plles. The colonel complained of the quar-
termaster's supplles, especiully of the shoes.
He said that he had spent nearly §800 out of
his own pocket for shoes for hie men. He
fald that the supplies were lasued in peace-
meal and frequently the quartermuster's de-
partment got the requisitions “bulled™ up.

Colonel W, K. Caffee, Second Missouri,
stated that his regiment did pot receive all
equipment until a few days before leaving
Camp Thomas for Lexington, Among the
last things issued, he sald, were the boilers
for bolling the water, which wera ordered
more than two wmonths before. Colonel
Caffes said that sinke could be dug at the
Second Missour!'s camp at Chickamauga only
four fest before striking rock. This, he
stuted, was represented to the brigade com-
mander and the Inspector, but no actlon was
tuken,

Colonel Caffee said that he had no sur-
geon and only one assistant surgeon for
gome time after the regiment went to
Chickamauga.

Overcrowded Hoaplial,

“Beaveral men from my régiment were sent
to divislon bospital and could not bhe re-
celved because Lhe hospital was already
overcrowded,'" mald the colonel, “We had
po medicine in the regiment. 1 visited the
hospital daily while 1 had men there and 1
frequently found the tents unfigored, the
calk crowded so closely logether that one
could not pass between. The tents were so
leaky that when 1t was raining the men in
the tent had to be covered with ponchos and
rubber blankets to be protected from a
drenching.

Dy, Grifith and bis assistants were doing all |

they could with the means at command.
Thls objectionable condition of affairs lasted
eight or ten weeks. The nurses were, In
many couses, obpectionalile, but 1 came (o the
conslusion that this was & necessary evil
undar the ecircumstances.'

Colonel Caffee sald his reglment received
not only esough barrels to boll the drinkiug
water, but not even emough to haul it the
four miles necessary Jdespite requisitiona
made.

proceedings will not be public and there can,
therefore, be no ohjection to a communlea-
tion to it of the alleged gecret dosster, f !
